Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Service  for  the  year  1961. 

The  large  increase  in  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the 
population  is  reflected  in  the  vital  statistics  where  there  was  a  fall 
in  the  birth  rate  inspite  of  the  number  of  births  being  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  and  a  reduction  in  the  death  rate  although  the  total 
number  of  deaths  was  four  greater  in  the  year  under  review. 

The  infant  mortality  rate,  though  sharply  higher  than  in  i960, 
approximates  closely  to  that  for  England  and  'Tales. 

A  widespread  epidemic  of  measles  was  the  main  cause  of  a  large 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  the  year. 

The  appointment  of  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  has 
greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  the  department  even  though  his  services 
were  available  for  only  part  of  the  year. 

A  survey  of  sub-standard  houses  has  been  completed  and  has 
enabled  the  Council  to  prepare  a  realistic  long  term  plan  for  the 
improvement  or  demolition  of  this  type  of  property. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  extension  of  mains 
water  supplies  to  private  premises  and  with  the  provision  of  sewerage 
facilities  at  certain  villages.  These  are  two  of  the  Council’s  most  • 
important  public  health  functions. 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  P.  Holmes  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  his  loyal  support  at  all  times,  and  in  particular  for 
his  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report. 

Finally  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  to  all  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  encouragement.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

POPULATION.  There  was  an  unusually  sharp  rise  in  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimate  of  the  population,  the  figure  of  21,380  showing  an  increase  of 
1,390  over  the  estimate  for  I960.  The  1961  estimate  is  also  substantially 
above  the  figure  of  20,070  returned  at  the  Census  held  in  April  of  that 
year,  which  itself  showed  an  increase  of  2,  804  over  the  figure  from  the 
Census  of  1951 •  15  is  believed  that  the  large  increase  in  the  estimated 

population  for  1 961  was  due  in  part  to  the  movement  of  Service  personnel 
into  the  district.

The  corrected  death  rate  was  lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the 
figure  of  8„9  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  substantially  below  the 
rate  for  the  County  of  West  Suffolk  and  was  markedly  below  that  for 
England  and  Wales.  More  deaths  occurred  from  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system,  but  there  was  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  due  to 
all  forms  of  cancer.  Eight  deaths  were  caused  by  accidents  four  of 
which  were  motor  vehicle  accidents.  One  death  occurred  from  suicide. 
Cancer  of  the  Lung.  There  is  now  a  massive  weight  of  evidence  showing 
that  heavy  cigarette  smoking  is  an  important  factor  in  the  causation 
of  this  disease,  and  it  is  well  known  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
lung  cancer  is  increasing  throughout  the  country.  Study  of  the  death 
returns  for  Thingoe  Rural  District  shows  that  last  year  six  deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease.  Although  two  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year  this  figure  is  above  the  average  for  the  last  decade.  I  believe 
that  action  now  will  prevent  some  deaths  which  would  otherwise  occur 
from  lung  cancer  in  the  years  to  come.  Those  of  us  who  have  not  already 
stopped  cigarette  smoking  should  do  so  now,  those  who  cannot  stop 
should  try  to  reduce  the  number  of  cigarettes  they  smoke,  and  all  of  us 
should  use  our  best  endeavours  to  dissuade  young  people  from  starting 
the  habit.

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The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  increased  from 
four  in  the  previous  year  to  seven  in  the  year  under  review,  consequently 
there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  the 
exceptionally  low  figure  for  i960.  However  it  is  to  be  expected  that 
the  infant  mortality  rate  will  vary  widely  from  year  to  year  because 
the  figure  is  based  upon  a  relatively  small  number  of  births. 

Prematurity,  asphyxia  and  birth  injury  accounted  for  six  of  the  infant 
deaths,  four  of  which  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.

Measles.  There  was  an  extensive  epidemic  of  measles,  657  cases  being 
notified,  but  no  death  occurred  from  this  disease. 


Scarlet  Fever.  Eighteen  cases  were  reported,  but  in  most  of  the  patients 
the  disease  was  very  mild  in  character. 


Poliomyelitis.  An  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  at  Ipswich  caused  a  marked 
increase  in  the  local  demand  for  vaccination  against  this  disease,  and 
a  very  large  number  of  children  and  young  adults  received  injections  of 
Salk  type  vaccine  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  provided  by  the  West 
Suffolk  County  Council  at  Barrow,  Honing  ton,  Ixworth,  Rougham  and  Bury 
St.  Edmunds.  Since  the  end  of  the  year  Sabin  Type  oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  has  been  made  available.  Besides  being  more  simple  and  painless 
to  administer  the  Sabin  vaccine  gives  protection  in  a  much  shorter  time. 

One  suspected  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  the  district 
but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

Food  Poisoning,.  Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  One  single 
case  was  due  to  infection  with  Salmonella  typhi-murium,  and  it  was 
suspected  that  the  patient  became  infected  in  Ireland.  The  other  four 
cases  formed  a  family  outbreak.  The  causative  organism  was  not  identified 
but  it  was  believed  to  have  been  acquired  whilst  the  family  were  on 
holiday  at  the  coast.

UORK  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTORS . 

1.  GENERAL. 

The  demands  for  the  services  of  the  Department  continue  to 
increase  and  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Inspector  in  July  certainly 
helped  to  provide  a  more  prompt  and  efficient  service.  It  was  possible 
to  complete  the  Housing  Survey  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  information 
obtained  will  enable  a  long  term  housing  programme  to  be  evolved.  The 
results  in  tabular  form  appear  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 
Unfortunately,  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  decided  to  leave 
Local  Government  service  in  November  and  it  was  necessary  to  readvertise 
the  post.  It  takes  a  considerable  time  for  a  new  Inspector  to  get  to 
know  such  a  large  district  and  any  such  change  in  staff  tends  to  slow 
down  programmes  in  hand. 

Inspections  are  made  either  as  routine  -visits  under  current 
legislation,  as  a  result  of  complaints,  or  requests  for  advice  made  to 
the  office.  These  have  come  from  various  sources  including  owners, 
occupiers  of  property,  health  visitors,  medical  practitioners,  Ministry 
departments  and  the  various  welfare  services. 

An  indication  of  the  variety  of  matters  dealt  with  can  be  seen 
from  the  analysis  of  visits.  The  number  of  people  asking  for  help  is 
increasing.  In  1953  there  were  47,  in  1959  -  160,  in  I960  -  189  and  in 
the  year  under  review  292  requests  for  assistance  or  advice  were  made. 

2.  PRIVATE  7ATER  SUPPLIES . 

Fifty  one  samples  v/ere  taken  from  private  water  supplies  of  which 
thirty  one  proved  unsatisfactory.  These  involved  forty  eight  properties

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3.  SHOPS AND  OFFICES. 


Despite  the  introduction  of  the  Offices  Bill,  amending  legis¬ 
lation  was  not  introduced  and  an  official  standard  to  apply  to  office 
accommodation  is  still  not  available.  No  contravention  of  the  sections 
of  the  Shops  Acts  administered  by  this  Council  were  found  during  the  year* 

4.  CARAVANS. 

The  concentration  of  caravans  to  approved  sites  has  progressed 
more  smoothly  than  was  expected.  There  are  now  four  permanent  residential 
sites  in  the  area  including  the  Council  owned  site  at  Rymer.  The  Council 
agreed  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  caravans  from  44  to  J>6  on  this 
site  despite  the  loss  in  income  and  this  reduction  will  take  place  by 
natural  wastage.  An  application  from  the  R.A.F.  to  establish  a  further 
site  at  Barnham  was  refused  as  suitable  land  was  not  available.  The 
Council  again  suggested  that  the  Air  Ministry  should  accept  the  caravan 
problem  and  provide  sites  for  service  men  to  the  standard  laid  down  for 
private  sites.  A  regular  flow  of  individual  applications  is  still  being 
received,  mainly  from  young  people  about  to  be  married  who  are  too  young 
to  avail  themselves  of  a  mortgage  for  a  permanent  dwelling  or  who  cannot 
face  the  burden  of  repayments  on  the  high  purchase  price  of  new  property. 
This  development  is  regretted  but  the  Council  have  not  allowed  prejudice 
to  influence  their  actions. 

There  still  remain  the  small  hardcore  of  itinerant  folk  ’who 
foul  every  lane  and  hedgerow  wherever  they  choose  to  halt,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  investigations  were  commenced  at  officer  level  with  the 
Borough  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  to  find  a  site  which  might  be  mutually  developed 
by  the  two  Authorities  for  these  people  and  other  temporary  residents. 

5 .  SNR  THING-  BATHS  AND  BATHING  PLACES . 

There  are  no  public  baths  in  the  area  but  special  attention  was 
paid  to  those  places  in  the  rivers  used  for  swimming  and  paddling.  No 
really  heavy  pollution  was  found  in  these  places  but  a  degree  of  risk  is 
nevertheless  always  present.  Children  are  the  same  to-day  as  in  previous 
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generations  and  would  still  find  their  way  into  the  water  if  it  were 
surrounded  with  barbed  wire*  The  new  powers  for  river  boards  are  likely 
to  be  useful  in  keeping  the  West  Suffolk  rivers  as  pure  as  any  in  the 
country  and  it  is  up  to  the  residents  at  large  to  avoid  polluting  these 
sources  of  pleasure. 

Go  PRIVATE  DRAINAGE. 

Some  two  thousand  dwellings  still  have  no  approved  drainage 
system  and  there  are  over  1800  septic  tanks  in  the  area.  As  properties 
are  modernised  or  new  ones  built  the  number  of  septic  tanks  increases 
and  although  many  are  entirely  satisfactory  there  are  those  which  have 
been  caused  to  discharge  to  ditches.  The  investigation  of  a  complaint 
often  leads  to  an  unsatisfactory  septic  tank  and  it  is  not  always  easy 
to  suggest  a  satisfactory  answer.  The  demand  for  sewers  in  those 
villages  not  having  this  amenity  is  likely  to  grow  as  development  takes 
pilace  and  the  provision  of  such  sewers  is  the  only  really  satisfactory 
way  to  overcome  these  drainage  difficulties.  We  cannot  therefore  be 
satisfied  until  a  system  of  sewers  exists  almost  as  comprehensive  as 
that  for  water. 

7.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  agricultural  land  was  again  the 
source  of  many  infestations.  Despite  generous  coverage  and  help  from 
the  Press  it  has  not  been  easy  to  convince  farmers  and  other  land  owners 
that  the  treatment  of  hedges  and  ditches  in  the  Autumn  and  early  Spring 
is  not  only  necessary  but  vital  if  the  rat  population  is  to  be  controlled. 
Many  have  tried  this  control  and  failed  but  from  discussions  it  is  obvious 
that  Warfarin,  which  is  effective  if  propeily  used,  has  been  ineffective 
and  very  expensive  because  it  has  been  used  wrongly.  This  is  unfortunate 
and  in  an  attempt  to  redeem  the  reputation  of  Warfarin  it  is  hoped  to 
run  half  day  courses  for  farmers  and  farm  workers  early  in  1962  in 
conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

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3.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 


There  have  been  no  complaints  of  smoke  during  the  year  but 
the  smell  from  the  Bury  St.  Edmunds  sugar  factory  did  give  rise  to 
informal  complaints  during  the  season.  The  solution  to  this  is  neither 
easy  nor  cheap  but  with  the  growth  of  residential  areas  within  the  range 
of  this  condensate,  serious  thought  must  be  given  to  its  eradication 
from  the  atmosphere.

10*  :  NEOT  AND  OTHER  INFESTATIONS. 

Cluster  flies  in  roof  spaces  appeared  in  large  numbers  during 
the  Autumn  and  Spring  as  did  swarming  flies,  particularly  the  small

yellow  swarming  fly,  Thaumatomyia  notata.  These  were  mainly  in  areas 
where  new  building  was  talcing  place  adjacent  to  agricultural  land. 
Although  individual  infestations  can  be  successfully  dealt  with,  the 
sources  are  more  difficult  to  treat  as  huge  acreages  would  require 
spraying,  a  course  which  is  impractical  aparc  from  the  immense  cost. 
There  were  no  reports  of  any  verminous  premises  during  the  year  but  the 
demands  for  the  extermination  of  wasps  nests  increased.

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INFECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1.  FOOD  PREMISES  AI£>  FOOD  HXGMg. 

The  importance  of  the  village  shop  in  our  economic  life  is 
gradually  changing.  In  many  cases  it  is  now  used  mainly  as  a  place  where 
the  odd  tin  or  packet  of  biscuits  can  be  bought  which  were  forgotten  when 
shopping  in  town.  This  has  made  it  difficult  to  continue  for  many  of  the 
smaller  shopkeepers  and  in  fact  three  shops  and  one  bakehouse  closed 
during  the  year.  It  is  difficult  to  ask  for  expensive  alterations  in 
these  circumstances,  nevertheless  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  most  cases 
ham  been  high.  In  fact  it  has  had  to  be  so  as  the  housewife  will  not 
pw'r.eixise  substandard  shops  to  the  extent  she  has  in  the  past.  National 
standards  have  risen  considerably  in  the  past  ten  years  and  it  is  hoped 
the  i:  they  will  continue  to  do  so.  The  national  figures  of  food  borne 
i/b  notions  leave  no  room  for  complacency  and  any  trader  who  cannot  or  will 
not  comply  with  the  accepted  standards  of  hygiene  cannot  be  tolerated. 

There  are  still  some  premises,  especially  licensed  premises, 
which  do  not  comply  fully  with  the  standards  one  is  entitled  to  find  and 
despite  heavy  expenditure  by  the  owners  in  the  past  on  some  houses  others 
will  have  to  be  modernised  or  closed. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  institution  of  jjroceedings  in  one  case 
where  persistent  requests  to  provide  washing  facilities  and  carry  out 
repairs  to  the  projaerty  had  been  ignored.  These  proceedings  were  not 
taken  up  because  the  business  changed  hands  and  an  undertaking  was  given 
by  the  new  owners  to  carry  out  the  work  forthwith.  In  a  further  case  a 
final  warning  was  sent  requiring  proper  cleansing  and  redecoration  of  the 
premises . 

2.  UNSOUND  FOOD. 

Little  unsound  food  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department 
but  one  case  was  of  interest.  A  lady  cut  her  mouth  on  v/hat  appeared  to 
be  a  piece  of  glass  found  in  a  tin  of  salmon.  On  examination  this  proved 
to  be  a  crystal  of  magnesium  ammonium  phosphate  which  could  have  developed 
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entirely  after  canning

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4.  MILK. 

No  new  Registrations  took  place  during  the  year  of  dairies 
or  dairymen.  All  Special  Resignation  Licences  are  issued  by  the  West 
Suffolk  County  Council  who  supplied  copies  of  all  reports  on  samples 
taken  in  the  area.  There  has  again  been  close  co-operation  between 
the  various  departments  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council  and  ourselves  which  has  been 
very  satisfying. 

The  Council  supported  the  East  Anglian  Clean  Milk  Bottle 
Campaign  which  put  a  series  of  advertisements  on  Anglia  Television 
requesting  the  rinsing  and  safe  return  of  all  milk  bottles.  The  fact 
that  eight  million  bottles  per  year  are  lost,  broken  or  contaminated 
beyond  salvage  in  East  Anglia  alone  emphasises  the  problem  of  the 
returnable  container.  The  frequency  of  complaints  of  dirty  milk  bottles, 
and  the  high  cost  of  collection  and  cleansing  must  surely  herald  the 
end  of  this  type  of  milk  container  and  strongly  support  the  non-returnable 
carton. 

5.  ICE  CREAM. 

Two  new  registrations  were  effected  during  the  year.  Both 
were  for  pre-wrapped  ice  cream  ma.de  by  manufacturers  of  national  repute. 
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HOUSING 


1.  CLEARANCE  OF  UNFIT  PROPERTIES. 

Clearance  of  unfit  properties  proceeded  at  a  slightly  better 
rate  than  last  year  but  the  annual  target  proposed  for  the  next  five  years 
is  twenty-four  houses  to  be  demolished  and  fifty  houses  to  be  repaired  and 
saved.  Unless  this  rate  is  maintained  we  shall  still  be  talking  about  "the 
problem  of  the  unfit  house  ”  a  quarter  of  a  century  from  now. 

The  summary  below  shows  the  year's  progress  in  the  clearance 
and  improvements  of  unfit  houses  based  on  the  quarterly  returns  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

2.  im  BUILDING. 

Council  building  has  been  limited  by  two  factors,  the  high  cost 
of  borrowing  money  and  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  progress  on  houses 
under  construction.  During  the  year  twenty-six  Council  houses  were 
completed  and  thirty-three  were  partially  built  at  31st. December;  127  private 
properties  were  constructed  during  the  same  period. 

3.  MODERNISATION. 

(a)  COUNCIL  HOUSES .  Modernisation  of  Council  houses  continued  in  accordance 
with  the  Council's  programme.  Twenty-five  were  completed  during  the  year  and 
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forty  one  were  in  progress  or  included  in  accepted  tenders.  Approval 
was  given  to  a  programme  of  fifty  two  houses  for  1962  together  with  the 
improvement  or  conversion  of  twelve  properties  purchased  by  the  Council, 
(b)  D/IPRQVEI'/IENT  GRANTS.  The  continued  interest  shown  in  improvement 
grants  is  very  satisfying.  There  were  several  cases  though  where  the 
property  was  so  dilapidated  or  so  badly  arranged  that  a  grant  could  not 
be  supported,  but  five  houses  due  for  demolition  were  saved.  The  numbers 
of  tenanted  as  against  owner  occupied  properties  was  better  than  might  be 
expected  and  represented  twenty  eight  of  the  thirty  seven  Discretionary 
Grants.

If  this  rate  of  modernisation  is  maintained  then  it  would  take 
some  forty  years  for  every  house  in  the  district  to  have  all  modern 
conveniences.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  this  will  be  achieved  in 
twenty  years  ? 

4.  OVERCROWDING. 

One  new  case  was  revealed  by  the  Housing  Survey  but  some 
progress  was  made  in  the  abatement  of  overcrowding.

1 .  DRAINAGE  AND  SE  ERASE. 

During  the  year  the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Stanton  was 
completed,  and  as  forecast  in  last  year’s  report  Forriham  All  Saints 
new  diversionary  sewers  and  pumping  station  were  also  brought  into 
operation.  Schemes  for  the  villages  of  Hopton  and  Kepworth  were 
prepared  and  Ministerial  approval  given  for  the  invitation  of  tenders. 
(Tenders  were  in  fact  Invited  in  the  second  week  in  January  1962).  The 
Minister  also  gave  approval  to  tender  for  the  regional  scheme  embracing 
the  villages  of  Risby,  Flernpton,  West  Stow,  Culford  and  Ingham  and  it 
is  likely  that  tenders  will  be  invited  during  the  early  months  of  1962 
for  this  scheme  and  for  the  extension  of  the  G'-reat  Whelnetham  sewer. 

Preliminary  plans  were  in  the  process  of  being  prepared  for 
the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Great  Barton  but  as  mentioned  last  year, 
progress  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the  completion  of  the  Thedwastre 
Rural  District  Council  scheme  for  Thurston.  A  five  year  programme  of 
sewerage  schemes  had  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Council  in  1958 
and  the  preparation  of  the  remaining  schemes  was  approved  in  the 
following  order  of  priority  Ilorringer,  Fornham  St.  Martin,  Pakenham 
and  Chevington. 

2.  REFUSE  COUECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  all  parishes  has  continued 
satisfactorily  with  no  increase  in  the  number  of  men  or  vehicles  used. 
This  has  been  possible  however  by  the  working  of  some  overtime. 

As  the  population  increases  -  new  dwellings  are  appearing  at 
the  rate  of  about  eighty  to  ninety  a  year  -  it  will  become  necessary  to 
consider  the  enlargement  of  the  staff  performing  this  function.  At  that 
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time  the  possibility  of  introducing  a  back  door  collection  as  opposed 
to  the  present  kerbside  collection  will  need  to  be  considered. 

It  was  disappointing  to  record  a  drop  in  both  volume  snd  value 
of  waste  paper  collected  but  an  increase  in  scrap  metals.  The  figures

3.  WATER  -SUPPLY. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  new  connections  continues 
at  the  rate  of  per  annum  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  almost  8C^o  of 
the  population  was  provided  with  mains  water  onto  private  premises.

Very  heavy  demands  f.or  water  occurred  during  the  dry  June 
period  but  it  did  not  become  necessary  to  require  the  population  to 
restrict  their  demands. 

Regular  sampling  for  both  bacteriological  purity  and  chlorine 
residual  continued  and  no  evidence  of  contamination  was  discovered.  All 
water  is  chlorinated  at  the  source  and  regular  tests  are  carried  out  at 
the  stations  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  raw  water  and  water  put  into 
supply.
